VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul II plans to visit 
the former Nazi concentration camp at Auschwitz 
during his visit to Poland in June, according to 
Vatican Radio. 

BOMBAY, India—The 29 Catholic bishops of 
Kerala state in southwest India have added their 
names to the growing list of Christians protesting 
an anti-conversion bill before Parliament. 

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic— 
Delegates gathered for the seventh assembly of the 
Confederation of Latin American Religious pledged 
to work harder to “free” the rich “from the thirst for 
power and wealth which dehumanizes them.” 

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul II praised the 
work of the Pro Oriente Foundation and its founder, 
Cardinal Franz Konig of Vienna, Austria, in 
promoting ecumenical dialogue, particularly with 
Eastern Orthodox churches.

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Television mass attracts a special audience

SAN DIEGO—The most important tele- 
vision. program the San Diego diocese is 
involved with may have one of the most 
specialized audiences in television, 
according to Stephen Circo, program co- 
ordinator for: the diocesan Office of 
Communications. 


_ “There is a large community of people 


who can't get out of their homes to go to | 


church,” Circo said. “These are the people 
we serve with.our TV mass.” 


THE PROGRAM, called “Sunday Mass, a 
Catholic Liturgy for Television,” was first 
shown on Easter of 1973, with Franciscan 
Father Warren Rouse as celebrant and 
Deacon Michael Newman as lector. 

Now it airs at 7:30 a.m. Sundays on 
KCST-39 in San Diego, and also is seen in 
seven other California dioceses. 

Every other Sunday, Circo and Father 
William Gold are joined at the KCST 
studios by another priest, a lector and a 
choir. Two half-hour masses are taped at 
each session. 


Not all of the masses are the same, 


_ however. 


“EVERY EIGHT weeks we do a mass that 
is signed forthe deaf,” Circo said. “Wealso 
do masses in Spanish, and in August we 
will do another Byzantine liturgy, which 
was very successful last year.” 


And this Sunday evening, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher will visit the KCST studio to 
celebrate two masses that will be shown 
on Easter morning and the following 
Sunday. 

Who will be awake at 7:30 on those 
mornings to watch the TV mass? 

“OUR AUDIENCE consists mainly of 
people who, because of illness, physical 
limitations, lack of transportation, or in 
some cases fear of going outside, can’t 
get out to go to church,” Circo said. 

_ The audience.is small, but neither KCST 
nor the Office of Communications is 
worried about it. 


. “We are not concerned with ratings,” 


-Circo said. “We are only interested in 


knowing if the program performs a public 
service.” 


TO HELP. FIND this out, they encourage 
people to write in, either to the Office of 
Communications or directly to KCST. 


“If we can get people to write in several 
times a year, then we know they are 
watching,” Circo said. 

Circo said the Office of Communica- 
tions received about 400 letters last year 
regarding the TV mass. 


“MOST ASKED for the missals we give 
away, but some just wrote to thank us for 
the mass,” Circo said. “A few wrote to.ask 
questions. If the letters were about a 
spiritual matter, we gave them to Father 
Gold.” 


Father Gold, pastor of the new St. 
Margaret parish in Oceanside, has been 
the on-camera host of the TV mass since 
Palm Sunday of 1978. He does a 90- 
second introduction for each program. 


“The Office of Communications wanted 
to have the regular presence of a priest as 
a sort of spiritual director,” Father Gold 
said. “They wanted people to be able to 
write to a person, instead of to a cold 
office.” 

FATHER GOLD also stands by in case 
something goes wrong during a taping. 

“One week we were taping a mass in 
Spanish and the priest who was cele- 
brating it finished early,” Father Gold said. 
“| had to step in and ad-lib a one minute 
homily in English.” 

Father Gold said many pacing problems 
such as that one could be avoided. 

“Tl REALLY WISH we could get the priests 
to come and sit in the control room for a 


taping session before they celebrate their 


own masses,” Father Gold said. “Then 
they would have a better idea of what is 
going on when it’s their turn to do it.” 


Just getting priests to do the mass was 


once.a major problem, according to Circo.- 


“We used to tape on Thursday after- 
noons,” he said. “Well, people work on 
Thursday afternoons, so we had a tough 
time finding priests and choirs who could 
come in then.” 


THE PROBLEM was solved about a 
year ago. 


“We asked KCST if we could get a 
different taping time,” Circo said. “Now we 
tape on Sunday evenings and it’s made a 
tremendous difference. We've. already 
filled all but three taping dates for 1979.” 


Co-operation seems to have become a 
key word. 


“I’m getting co-operation from everyone 
now,” Circo said. “The clergy are always 
ready to help and | even get calls nowfrom 
choirs who want to be on the program. It's 
kind of nice having them call me, after all 


_ of the months | spent begging people to 


help.” 
CIRCO ALSO HAD high praise for KCST. 
“The people at Channel 39 are tremen- 
dous,” he said. “They put a great amount 
of time-and effort into this program.” 
Jim Bastis, director of the Office of 


Communications, said all of the time and 
effort is worthwhile.

The pope speaks 


The church wishes to encourage the just 
freedom of your research in its proper object and 
method according to “the legitimate autonomy of 
learning and especially of science,” recalled by the 
Second Vatican Council. 


Science in itself is good since it is knowledge of 
the world which is good, created and looked upon 
by the Creator with satisfaction, as the Book of 
Sabah says: “God say that all he had created was 
good.” 


Original sin has not completely altered this first 
goodness. Human knowledge of the world is a way 
of sharing in the knowledge of the Creator. It 
constitutes, therefore, a first degree of resem- 
blance of man to God, an act of respect toward him. 


The universe is a harmonious whole in which 
ecological imbalance harms man. The scholar will, 
therefore, not treat nature as a slave. 


To prevent science and technology: from being 
used against man by tyrannical powers an addition 
of soul is needed, a new breath of the spirit, a 
fidelity to the moral norms which regulate man’s 
life. 


Scientists must use their prestige to insure that 
the implications of scientific discoveries be 
submitted to moral norms for the protection and 
development of human life. 


The church teaches that there is a link between 
faith and science. 


And one of the founders of modern science, 
Galileo, wrote that “Holy Scripture and nature 
proceed, both, from the divine word: the one, as 
being dictated by the Holy Spirit, and the other as 
the faithful executor of the orders of God.” 


If scientific research proceeds according to 
methods of absolute rigor and remains faithful to 
its proper object, and if scripture is read according 
to the directives of the church, there can be no 
opposition between faith and science.—To 
members of the European Physical Society.

Almsgiving 


-Almsgiving today has a negative connotation. 
This word seems to suppose a social system in 
which injustice and the unequal distribution of 


goods reign, a system that should be changed with 


adequate reforms. 


The original Greek meaning of the word from 


which “alms” comes meant the attitude of the 
merciful man, and consequently all the works of 
charity toward the needy. 


Faith and science are not opposed | 


Alms in themselves, as aid to one in need, as 
“making others share in one’s own goods,” 
absolutely do not prompt negative associations. - 

We may disagree with the one who gives alms, for 
the way in which he does it. We may also not agree 
with the one who holds out his hand asking alms, 
‘inasmuch as he does not earn his living by himself. 
We may not approve the society, the social system, 
in which alms are needed. Nevertheless, the fact of 
giving aid to one in need, the fact of sharing one’s 
goods with others, must arouse respect. 

Christians must avoid falsifying the meaning of 
almsgiving. In this area it is very important to 
cultivate interior sensitivity toward the real needs of 
the neighbor, in order to know in what we must help 
him, how_to act so as not to hurt him, and how to 
behave, so that what we give, what we bring into his 
life,, may be an authentic gift.—To a general 
audience.

| urge you first and above all to cultivate the truth. 
The phenomenon of “culturalization” of the 
masses demands a faith that is deepened, clear, 
secure. 

For this reason | exhort you to follow with fidelity 
the teaching of the magisterium (church teaching 
authority).

| believe in a priest speaking up for the 
dignity and welfare of mankind, but not to 
the exclusion of their primary duty of 
taking ‘care of the soul. They might 
remember Tagore’s words, “And grant me, 
O Lord, my prayer, that | may never lose 
the touch of the one.in the play of the 
many.” 


This last four months I've had serious 
illness in my home. The priests came 


- every day to the hospital and three or more 


times a week after the patient was home. 
As the writer of the article said, it not only 
helped the sick, they gave me strength to 
carry through.

A young cleric, recently ordained, 
has been learning these lessons in 
short order! Having at last achieved a 
longtime wish to minister as hospital 
chaplain, he entered into his new 
apostolate with great joys and hopes. 
From the beginning he found himself 
hindered and halted at every turn bya 
colleague with whom he has “person- 
ality problems.” . 

NOTHING, it seemed was to go right 
for him! It became increasingly 
difficult to exercise his faculties 
properly. Driven to the edge of despair 
by the obstructionism and verbal 
abuse of the other, he eventually 
came to the realization that there 
might be something more to the 
situation than he was seeing. 

The more he reflected on it, the 
more he realized that, important 
though his ministry was, he was also 
being called to a ministry of love and 
forgiveness to the very colleague 
whose hatred was so intense. He 
came to a new understand of the 
suffering servant of Isaiah and saw 
himself called to emulation of Jesus in 
a new way. In time, hopefully, he will 


He begins with the expectations that 
parents have for their children. They can 
go from unreal dreams to hellish night- 
mares when a parent’s thwarted ambi- 
tions are forced on the child. Even some 
nicknames, chosen with adult humor, can 
harm the child. Realistic expectations 
founded on the child’s life and talents are 
extremely important to his growth. 


_ Father Gallagher then proceeds on to 
the parent’s own image of himself or 


herself as parent. Anyone who is inter- - 


ested enough to study this section will find 
that he is a good parent already, but he can 
become better. : - 


The section on criticism is excellent in 
the direction it points out. Here, for 
criticism read “negative assumptions” 
which are not based on fact. “So, when you 
open your mouth to criticize, shut it!” 
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be able to see his persecutor not as an 
obstacle to the service of God, but asa 
blessing. 

- The people who force us to review 
and renew ourselves—if we observe 
them in the light of Christ—who are 
the instruments of our pruning, must 
always merit our gratitude and love. 
They are what we hope to be—God’s 
tools. They are his whittling knives, 
with whom he carves us into what he 
needs us to be. We need to deal gently 
and forgivingly with them, for he 
speaks to us by way of them. 

WHEN WE RETURN hatred for 
hatred, anger for anger, venom for 
venom, we waste both time and 
energy and increase the sum of evil in 
the world. But responding in love, 
forgiveness and acceptance, we 
cooperate with God in the manner of 
Christ and not only counter evil, but 
allow God's grace to transform us 
nearer to his will. 


There is a bonus, too. Reacting with 
compassion rather than in kind is very 
much easier on the disposition and 
can evoke an objectivity that enables 
us to work within the situation with far 
less emotional drain and far more 


Some practical thoughts 


Finally, Father Gallagher offers some 
ideas on discipline. God knows children 
need discipline and that they thrive on 
proper and reasoned discipline. In this 
section, the author stresses that discipline 
helps children grow into making decisions 
for themselves. This can start with such 
little but important things as taking the 
pre-schooler to the library and letting him 
decide which one book he can take home 
this time: 

Throughout the book, space is left in 
almost every section of each topic for the 
parents-to jot down their own ideas about 
the subject. The book is also cheerfully 
illustrated with family-album type pic- 
tures. 


Needless to say, | want to offer many 
hurrahs, loud and long, for the author of 
this book and the wise parents who use it 
carefully. It’s a real treasure. 
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effectiveness. 


However much we may love and 
reverence the idea of the suffering 
Christ, we do not readily take up his 
mantle and make it our own. Most of 
us are much more at home in the role 
of Pharisee. But the patient, abused, 
forgiving, compassionate Christ is the 
one we follow. He is the one who knew 
from experience what it means to 
“love your enemies.” He knew, too, the 
kind of spiritual liberation that brings. 

OUR WAYS ARE NOT God's ways, 
but his ways are infinitely more 
healthy for us and infinitely more 
productive. If we stand back in hard- 
won -patience and humility, to give 
him a little leeway, he will lead us to 
understand how he works and who 
and what he utilizes to make of us 
what we are meant to be. 


When we commit ourselves to his 
service, we commit ourselves to the 
great joy of loving cooperation with 
him, but also to the pain and mental 
anguish of self-knowledge and self- 
relinquishment. We have to learn to 


expect that. And we have to learn, too,. 


to see in those who hurt and victimize 
us, the tender scalpels of God.

We walk in ‘dark light’

There is a fairly large segment of the gospel 
of Mark which has been called the Loaves 
Section (6:31 to~8:21, with 8:22-26 as an 
appendix, but a mnéaningful one). The author 
has gathered together here for catechetical 
‘purposes quite a bit of originally isolated 
material, so isolated that it is often difficult to 
discern the logical sequence. 


The one common link is the mention of 
“bread” in the several subsections, with the 
two interpretations of the inginnlcotion of 
loaves as the theme-setters.

having any bread by adding: “except for the 
one loaf they had none with them in the boat” 
(8:14). One is tempted to suspect that he was 
suggesting that, having Jesus with them, they 
had the one loaf that really matters, the 
eucharistic Lord. 


At any rate, their predicament occasioned 


no little consternation and some bickering 


among themselves, as is suggested by 8:16, 
which would follow more logically after 8:14; 
even though the Greek is none too clear and

BUT IN BETWEEN 14 and 16, Mark has 


put a puzzling remark, which Luke has used 
in a very different and much more logical 
context.

(8:18). 


The saying seems to have been attracted to 
this “Loaves Section” because of the mention 
of yeast.

Am I bored because of 


my Christian commitment? 


By Beryl Newman 


It is laughable to imagine anyone seriously 
suggesting that Christian commitment might 
be responsible for boredom. The whole thrust 
of the gospel i is that commitment to the word 
of God is precisely the answer to the 
purposelessness and emptiness in which 
boredom takes root. 


Of course boredom is the direct opposite of 
commitment. Yet we do hear of Christians 
complaining of being doomed to a boring 
marriage because of their religious belief, for 
instance, or of being trapped in some tedious 
occupation because of a religious vow, of life 
becoming joyless because of stricter moral 
standards than common in our society, of 
religious observances deteriorating into the 
hum-drum. 

BUT THE IDEA that such boredom could 
be allied to our commitment indicates not 
only a confusion of thinking, but a misap- 
prehension of the nature of commitment. The 


fact is that boredom and commitment are 
contradictory terms. 


. One does not grow bored with Something 
to which one is committed. It is simply not 


possible. It is possible, on the other hand, to . 


be bored when we do not believe in what we 
are doing or why we are doing it, or see it as 
something added to our lives that is less 
important than our real purpose in life. 


Students, for instance, may become bored 
with classes because they are not convinced 
that their-subjects bear sufficient relationship 
to what they perceive as their future calling. 
Married persons may complain of boredom 
when they have lost sight of the real meaning 
of marriage, or have never really appreciated 
its spiritual dimensions or what is present in 
the marriage as it is lived day-to-day. 


WE MAY THEN speak of commitment 
when it never really existed. We seem to be 
using the word more and more loosely. 
Sometimes people undertake certain tasks, 
assume certain roles, adopt certain lifestyles,

know God is never-ending in this life. But as long as we 
strive to know and understand him better, we will never 
be consumed with boredom. 


We find it worthwhile to learn something of the 
Eastern mystics because we can learn something from 
their search for God. We are all God’s children, and 
there are always those among us who make the very 
focus of their lives the understanding of the Creator. 


Beautiful liturgies are an integral part of the church. 
Our attention to liturgy is not only something we awe to 
God, but it helps us become closer to God. Development 
of liturgy keeps it from becoming stagnant. 


Herod and explains the yeast as a figure for 
the teaching of Jesus’ adversaries (16:12). 
Luke (12:1) interprets it as a reference to the 
hypocrisy of the Pharisees. Among the Jews 
yeast had become a popular symbol for 
corruption, for corrosive influences, and it is 
in this general sense that Mark seems to 
intend it here. 


THE DISCIPLES have just witnessed the 
multiplication of loaves and the feeding of a 
considerable crowd. Here in the boat with 
them is the one who performed this marvel, 
and they are all upset because they’ve 
forgotten to bring bread. In other words, they 
have missed the whole point of the miracle 
and are just as blind as Jesus’ ill-disposed 
foes. 


This is ane “yeast” about which he is 
warning them, and he goes on to make the 
point painfully clear by asking them no less 
than seven insistent questions. He is patient 
with them, but one can sense, too, something 
close to exasperation, as ‘his last question 
would ‘indicate: “Do you still not under- 
stand?” (8:21) 


In the sweep of events in Mark’s gospel, 
there is at this point a definite impression of 
impending tragedy. John the Baptist, the 
forerunner and personal forecast of Jesus’ 


less from conviction of the rightness of sucha 
course than from the need to adapt to what 
they believe is expected of them, or what will 
enhance their reputation, prestige and so on. 
We are, unfortunately, all vulnerable to the 
temptation to impress others. 


Often then we refer to commitment and 
sometimes wryly speak of being stuck with it. 
But that is not commitment in the religious 
context. Christian commitment is not 
something imposed or obligatory, nor can it 
be entered into unwillingly. It is the willing 
bondage of oneself to the way of Christ and 
the teaching of the gospels in whatever 
circumstance of life we find ourselves. 


It is living with a vision. A vision of Christ — 


crucified and resurrected; of Christ suffering 
on in mankind and transcending the human 
dimension. If there is not at least a hint.of such 
a vision, there cannot be commitment. 


A RATHER obscure research scientist 
was once asked if his lifelong dedication to 
work where progress was almost impercepti- 
ble and failure common, had not been 
tedious—if, in fact, heh had not grown bored 
with it. 

“T have never given boredom a thought,” he 
retiied: “There have been times when I have 
been tired to death, exhausted. But bored? 
Never.” 

He was, far.too involved in the intensely

rejected by his official adversaries, his 
relatives, and his own townspeople, and now 


- his disciples fail to recognize him. 


THERE IS something sharply ironic in his 
question to them: “Do you still not see or 
comprehend? Are your minds completely 
blinded? Have you eyes but no sight? Ears but 
no hearing?” For these expressions. are 
simply a paraphrase of the way he character- 
ized “those outside” in 4:11-12. 


And before long, these, his chosen ones, 
would abandon him in his darkest hour. Only 
the resurrection will open their ears and eyes 
to the full truth. 


This would seem to be Mark’s catechetical 
point. It is not that the disciples were outside 
or ill-disposed. It is rather that they simply 
could not comprehend the mystery of Christ 
without faith. And neither could—or can— 
Mark’s Christian readers. They must accept 


-and treasure God’s gift of faith and walk 


bravely in that “dark light.” 


Mark underscores this lesson by ending his 
gospel, not with reassuring appearances of 


_ the risen Lord, but with the latter’s promise 


that the disciples would see him again; the 
remaining verses of this chapter, 16:9-20, are 
a later, although canonical, addition. 


challenging process or probing the limitless 
complexities of life and its mysteries. Even the 
most trivial data were imbued with signifi- 
carice because of their religion to the whole. 


“I MAY NEVER make a great break- 
through,” he continued, “but what | do lays 
foundations for others, steps on which they 
can advance. It all builds toward an end that 
most of the time is hidden from us.” 


He lived with and worked toward a vision of 
the day when man would understand all there 
is to know of life. He worked out of his own 
darkness into the hope of light. Christians, 
too, are involved in the exciting revelation of 
the mysteries of life and for us the vision is 
even more important. We are concerned not 
only with the visible aspects of life but its 
spiritual source and end. 


And we need to search out that vision and, 
finding it, renew and refresh it from time to 
time so that when we speak of commitment 
we will realize to what we are committed as 
Christians. That is why a knowledge of the 
scriptures, prayer and spiritual reading are so 
important to us. 


If we are bored in our so-called apostolate, 
it is not because of commitment but the lack 
of it. And then the problem is’ not so 
perplexing. Our question is not self-defeating. 
There is always an answer to the boredom of 
lack of commitment.. :

He brought together love 
of nature and mysticism

Ramakrishna (1836-1886) is perhaps the 
best known Hindu mystic of modern times. 
His teaching was spiritual in character. 


Ramakrishna was born of a Brahman 
couple, the fourth of five children. Religious 
lore has it that previous to his birth his mother 
received a divine visitation which told her of 
the special character of her son. 


As a child (his name was then Gadadhar), 
he showed an extraordinary artistic taste and 
was Said to have had mystical ecstacies which 
revealed much reality to him. He was a highly 
sensitive youth. 


LATER IN HIS life, his “anima,” the 
feminine sensitivity which Carl Jung stressed 
as highly evolved in most religious people, 
was the basis of his understanding of the 
feminine side of God. 


When a teen-ager, he went to Calcutta toa 
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school which his older brother had started. 
However, he was not greatly ‘moved by 
academic things. He sought wisdom more in 
the natural world. ~ : 


He became known as Ramakrishna. 
“Rama” was originally a character in an old 
Indian Sanskrit epic who gathered his army to 
fight a demon from among the animals of the 
forest. “Krishna” is the chief speaker in the 
Bhagavad-Gita, the well known Hindu 
religious text. 


FROM THESE TWO characters and the 
meanings of their lives, Ramakrishna was well 
named as his life brought together the love of 
nature and inner mysticism. 


Ramakrishna became a priest in the Kai 
temple near Calcutta where he spent 12 years 
in uninterrupted prayer and meditation. his 
desire, later fulfilled, was to see Okali, the 
divine mother. He married and then began 
the study of Vedanta, a Hindu philosophical 
system. 


He experienced what he was thereafter to 
stress throughout his life: the non-duality of 
being. Faith and reason were not opposed; 
neither. were the urges of body and soul 
opposed in his mind. ; 


HE LATER STUDIED Islam and had 
visions of God as Allah; finally he studied 
Christianity and claimed to have had visions 
of Jesus. He believed strongly in the central 
unity of all religions. He dedicated himself 
without reserve to the reconciliation of all 
humankind. He sought to unify the East with 
the West by locating the primeval force he 
believed at the heart of all religion. 


Ramakrishna believed that in all that 
existed, including joy and sorrow and with 
them all the forms of life in humankind and in 
the universe, there is one who is a perpetual 
birth. The creation of this world takes place 
anew each instant. 


Religion is therefore never accomplished; it 
is a ceaseless action and involves the will to 
strive—like the outpouring of a spring and 
never a stagnant pond. 


THIS RELIGIOUS leader was not a social 
hero like his fellow Indians, Gandhi and 
Tagore. But he profoundly influenced 
religious life in India. His famous disciple, 
Swami Vivekananda said, “It was no new 
truths that Ramakrishna came to preach, 
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“though the advent brought old truths to light. 
In other words; he was the embodiment of all 
the past religious thought of India.” 


Every age has its great-thinkers. Certainly, 
while Ramakrishna was not of the Christian 
tradition, he was a searcher of truth. 


The Vatican II document, “Declaration on 
the Relationship of the Church to Non- 
Christian Religions,” states: “From ancient 
times down to the present, there has existed 
among diverse peoples a certain perception 
of that hidden power which hovers over the 
course of things and over the events of human 
life, at times, indeed, recognition can be found 
of a Supreme Divinity and of a Supreme 
Father, too. 


“SUCH A PERCEPTION and such a 
recognition instill the lives of these peoples 
with a profound religious sense. Religions 
bound up with cultural advancement have 
struggled to reply to these same questions 
with more refined concepts and in more 
highly developed language. 


“Thus in Hinduism men contemplate the 
divine mystery and express it through an 
unspent fruitfulness of myths and through 
searching philosophical inquiry. They seek 
release from the anguish of our condition 
through ascetical practices or deep medita- 
tion or a loving, trusting flight toward God.” 
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His Sends didn’t tuiderstand 


Children’s Story Hour: 


Some people called Pharisees were always arguing with 
Jesus and asking him for a sign to prove that he really was 
chosen by God and that what he was teaching was right. But 
Jesus knew that they ought to be able to see from what he said 
and did that he was doing God’s work, so he walked away from 
them and got into a boat with his friends to get away from them 
just as he had done before. : 


As they sailed across the sea, Jesus talked to his friends 
about the Pharisees and how they did not understand what he 
was teaching. But his friends were worried because they had 
not brought food with them and were talking about that 
together. Jesus was rather upset at them and said “Why are 
you.talking about food? Don’t you understand what I am saying 
either? Don’t you remember how fed all those people with only 
five loaves and a couple of fish? Don’t you know what that 
meant?” 


And then Jesus reminded them of the other time he fed 
thousands of people with just a little food and asked them

But although the apostles, Jesus’ friends, remembered all 
that, they did not seem to understand that they did not need to 
worry when they were with Jesus because he would always 
love and care for them. They did not see that when Jesus fed all 
those people from so small.an amount of food he was telling 
them to trust in him and believe in what he said, and God would 
take care of all their needs. 


~You know how upset you can get when you keep telling 
people the same thing and they just don’t seem to understand 
what you are saying? Well, that is how Jesus felt with his friends 
then. He kept telling them about the ways of God and showing 
them what God would do for them, and they still did not really 
believe him. 


Poor Jesus, he must have felt very lonely. That is why we 
should always listen carefully to what the Bible says about 
Jesus, so that we can learn to understand what he taught and

Communion from the cup | 
There is a need for clear 
and repeated teaching

During the past seven years, parishioners 
at Holy Family church in Fulton, N.Y., have 
had many opportunities to drink our Lord’s 
precious blood from the chalice during 


-mass—on Thanksgiving, Holy Thursday and 


every weekday as well as at special occasions 
like weddings, funerals and home liturgies. 


We reacted, consequently, with real 
interest to the U.S. bishop’s recent discussion 
and vote on the optional extension of this 
practice to. Sunday celebrations. 


ACCORDING TO OUR custom, the 
600-plus people who gathered for last fall’s 
Thanksgiving mass enjoyed the alternative of 
communicating from the cup. Even with such 
a crowd that procedure never has presented 
us with any logistical problems or undue 


~ delays. 


However, our staff decided to offer this 
same option at all the masses on one weekend 
as a kind of experiment to determine the 
advisability of extending the .practice -to 


Sunday liturgies. Since the feast of Christ the 
King is one of those special parish or family 
celebrations for us, I judged it fell under the 
category of occasions already approved by 
our bishops in previous legislation: 


We learned several things through this 
single weekend experience: 


—The need for catechesis: Despite the 
many occasions and frequent feasts when 
communion has been distributed here under 
both kinds and even though we printed an 
explanatory note in the previous week’s 
bulletin, a good number seemed confused or 
questioned whv we introduced this proce- 
dure. 


Over the last half dozen years we have 
occasionally preached on or explained. the 
theological and historical background of 
communion from the chalice. Our Christ the 
King experiment simply underscored the 
truth that instructions of this type must be 
repeated over and over before new or 
renewed ways become fully understood and 
accepted by the parishioners. ane 


Suggestions 
_ for parents

—The time required: A great concern for 
parish leaders in this matter naturally centers 
around the time factor. If the. practice, 
especially in large parishes, greatly prolongs 
the length of mass, then it causes problems 
with tight Sunday schedules and will alienate 
those who, unfortunately, look frequently at 
their watches during weekend eucharists. 


We found the actual distribution required 
few, if any added moments. There were no 
lines waiting for the chalice after the hosts had 
been communicated. Since we employed 
several ministers of the cup and many parish- 
ioners did not choose to receive under both 
kinds, the situation worked out quite well. 


—Preparing and purifying véssels: The 
mechanics of preparing and cleansing the 
chalices may delay the liturgy, but both of 
these can be handled expeditiously with 
proper organization. 

Following the directives of our U.S. bishops 
we consecrated most of the wine in a large 
silver pouring pitcher, filling three other 
chalices from it. Quite by accidental neces- 
sity, the ministers discovered this attractive 
vessel would fit comfortably into the. 
tabernacle. 


That made the problem of the remaining 
precious blood after communion no problem. 


Purification of the chalices was done 
generally in the sacristy at the sacrarium. The 
order of mass specifically provides for this 


-alternative: :

Number 140 reads: “It is also permitted to 
wash the vessels after mass when the people 
have left, especially if there are several 
vessels. In this case, after communion, they 
may be covered and placed-on a corporal 
either on the altar or on the side table.” 


—Extra ministers of communion: As a 
thumb rule, twice as many ministers of the 
cup are required as distributors of the host. 
Otherwise there will be substantial delays. 


These added personnel assisted with the 
preparation and purification of the eucharist 
and vessels as described above. That resulted 
in an efficient operation, but also a crowded 
sanctuary. Considerable thought and prior 
training needs to be given this function, if 
those multiple ministers are not to become a 


-distraction during worship. 


—Concern about hygiene: Documenta- 
tion from the U.S. bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy included an interesting’ note which 
should reassure those troubled by the spread 
of germs from common drinking from the 
cup. 

The American Medical Association, 
through its Department of Medicine and 
Religion, has stated: “It is the position of the 
AMA that, as far as we know, theré have been 
no. cases of transmission of germs to 
communicants using a common cup. the 
alcoholic content of the wine, plus the hygenic 
practice of wiping the cup and turning it to a 
new position for each communicant seems to 
remove any danger.” ; t

Christ's resurrection 
is a real event in time 


By Father John J. Castelot, SJ 


Inspiringly beautiful though they are, 
the gospel accounts of the resurrection 
are among the most difficult passages in 
the New Testament. However, we should 
not really be too surprised at this. 


Other events of Jesus’ career were 
historically controllable, like the Passion, 
of which we have a smooth, consecutive 
narrative: from arrest to trial to torture to 
crucifixion, death, and burial. But the 
post-resurrection. experiences involved 
separate—and mysterious—encounters 
with the risen Lord, without any clear 
chronological or geographical sequence. 


By the time these encounters were 
recorded by the several evangelists, 
reminiscences had become in some 
instances a bit vague, perhaps even 
confused, and over the intervening years 
these reminiscences had been subjected 
to no little theological interpretation. 


THERE ARE, however, some clearly 
discernible constants in all of- this 
material. One is the discovery of the empty 
tomb on the first day of the week. Even this 
event is variously described from one 
gospel to the other, but they all do record 
it,.and that is very significant. 


Of course, the mere fact of an empty 
tomb could have been explained in any 
number: of ways. Mary Magdalene, for 
instance, complained to Jesus, whom she 
mistook for the gardener, that they had 
taken away the Lord’s body and she knew 


not where to look. And the apostles’. 


enemies accused them of having stolen 
the corpse. 


The mystery of the empty tomb was 
eventually cleared up for the disciples by 
the appearances of the risen Christ. They 
now understood why the tomb was empty. 
It was because God had given Jesus the 
victory over the forces of evil and had 
raised him from the dead. 


THE DISCOVERY of the empty tomb is 
uniformly dated to the first day of the 
week, but the resurrection itself could 
have occured any time between the burial 
and the historically controllable events of 
Sunday morning. | say “historicaily 
controllable’ because the actual res- 
urrection was and is not. It was a real 
event which took place within the frame- 
work of time, but of its nature it transcen- 
ded ordinary history. 


The gospels don’t even attempt to 
describe the resurrection, for the simple 
reason that it was indescribable. It was no 
mere return to life, as in the case of 
Lazarus, who came back to take up where 
he. had left off.

The resurrection of Christ was aunique - 


transformation, involving the passage 
from a mortal existence to a realm of being 
and activity transcending all created 
categories, such as time and space. And 
so perhaps we should. speak of it as a 
transhistorical or metahistorical event, 
something which really did occur at a 
point in time, but something unobserva- 
ble, beyond human witness, indescribable 
in human language, beyond history in the 
accepted sense of the term. 


ACCORDINGLY, there is an element of 
mystery in the appearances of the risen 
Lord. He appears suddenly and just as 
suddenly disappears. Locked doors are no 
obstacle to him. He is at first not 
recognized even by his friends. 


Mary Magdalene thought he was the 
gardener; the apostles in the upper room 
thought they were seeing.a ghost; the two 
disciples on the road to Emmaus hadn't 
the slightest idea who the stranger was 
who walked and talked with them until he 
broke bread at supper in the inn. 


All of this is meant to communicate an 
important truth, the fact that this was 
indeed the Jesus they had known, but that 
he was present to them now in a vastly 
different way—through faith, through 
sacraments or signs, like the breaking of 
the bread. 


THIS 1S EXPRESSED quite clearly in his 
words to Thomas: “Because you have seen 
me, you have believed; more blessed’are 
they who- have not seen and yet have 
believed.” 


The implications of the resurrection for 
us are unfathomably profound and ‘just 
about innumerable. It is of course, the 
supreme seal on the authenticity of Jesus’ 
divine mission. But it is much more. 

As St. Paul tells: “Christ died for our sins 
and rose for our justification.” Jesus’ 
death would have been a meaningless 
enigma without the resurrection. In fact, it 
was the resurrection which enabled the 
first Christians to find meaning in and 
interpret the crucifixion. 


IN BAPTISM we were frivetienily but 
very reall, incorporated into the risen 
Christ, the Christ of now, whose life we 
share at this very moment. 

Everything—our present Christian life, 
our hope for eternity—everything hinges 
on this one reality: Christ was victorious 
over sin and the Father raised him from 
the dead, giving him the ultimate victory. 
And what the Father did for his Son is a 
pledge of what he will do for us who are 
one with that Son, the firstborn of many 
brothers and sisters. This is the firm basis 
of our Easter joy, of our unshakable hope.

said she couldn't find any 


irreversible damage by the 
saline solution to the baby’s 
brain or other organs. 


Both Dr. Driscoll and 
Orange County Coroner's 
pathologist Dr. Robert Rich- 
ards testified for the prose- 
cution that they believed 
the throat bleeding was 
caused by physical injury. 


DR. RICHARDS insisted 
before the jury that the 
infant known as Baby Girl 
Weaver died from manual 
strangulation shortly after 
her birth two years ago. 


But Dr. Driscoll con- 
ceded that an oxygen defi- 
ciency may have been 
responsible for the girl’s 
death. ;

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Talking Point—A strange victory 


Will teacher-NLRB

The Supreme Court ruling that the National Labor 
Relations Board does not have jurisdiction over 
teachers in Catholic schools was a strange victory for 
the American Catholic bishops—one which may 
bear the seeds of future defeats. 


The archdiocese of Chicago and the diocese of 
Fort Wayne-South Bend, Ind., argued that the 
National Labor Relations Act does not give the board 
jurisdiction over teachers in church-run schools and 
that, if it did, such jurisdiction would be an 
unconstitutional entanglement of church and state. 


The U.S. Catholic Conference, the U.S. bishops’ 
civil action agency, filed a friend of the court brief 
supporting the two dioceses. 


MANY PEOPLE summed the argument up simply: 
It's inconsistent to hold that Catholic schools are too 
religious to receive most forms of government 
educational aid, but not too religious to be under the 
jurisdiction of a government agency like the NLRB. 


Bishop William McManus, who was appointed 
head of the Fort Wayne-South Bend diocese after his 
predecessor had begun the NLRB challenge, warned 
his fellow bishops last November that they were 
being supported on the NLRB issue by the very 
people who had fought hardest against federal aid to 
church-run schools. 


The bishops’ own legal challenge, he warned, 
could lead to a court decision affirming a philosophy 
foreign to their own. 


THE COURT DID not go as far as Bishop McManus 
feared; it ruled only that the NLRB did not have the 
legal power to deal with teachers in church-run 
schools and did not deal with constitutional 
questions. 


But the court treated the legal question in a way 
that only reaffirmed what Catholic officials believe 
are some of the worst elements of past school-aid 
decisions, holding that virtually any government 
involvement in a church-run ‘school creates an 
unconstitutional church-state-entanglement. 


It is not inconceivable that the court could at some 
time in the future cite the NLRB decision in striking 
down federal aid under the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act or the use of federal funds 
to hire temporary public service workers in church- 
run schools. 

SOME CHURCH figures see the NLRB decision as 
a victory against the “encroachment” of federal 
agencies into church institutions without a clear 
legal mandate. 

But Bishop McManus also turned this argument 
around at the November bishops’ meeting. He said 
that when Catholic teachers’ unions were asked why 
they went to the NLRB for help, they said it was 
because school officials would not bargain with 
them. 


The court’s decision has raised a number of

questions and possibilities that will be discussed in 
coming months. 


ALBERT SHANKER, president of the American 
Federation of Teachers, has called for legislation to 
extend NLRB jurisdiction to church-run schools. 


But the fact that teachers in church-run schools 
are a relatively small pressure group and Congress’ 
growing sentiment for limiting governmental 
involvement make it unlikely such legislation could 
pass. 

One NLRB attorney points out that the decision is 
very narrow in that it applies only to teachers 
because of the sensitivity of teaching ina church-run 
school. The ruling does nothing, he said, to NLRB 
jurisdiction over janitors in church schools or over 
church-run hospitals or charitable institutions. 

BISHOP McMANUS and other church leaders 
have insisted that the bishops’ challenge to the 
NLRB did not weaken their support for the collective 
bargaining rights of teachers in Catholic schools.

Catholic teachers’ union officials have made it 
clear that they will shift to using moral pressure to 
make school officials live up to these promises. 


But the court decision leaves a big unanswered 
question for schools and teachers engaged in 
collective bargaining in the future, and for those in 
schools which have already signed contracts under 
NLRB jurisdiction: Where does a union member or 
would-be union member with an unfair labor 
practice charge go now that he cannot go to the 
NLRB? 


THE BISHOPS’ committees dealing with school 
labor-management issues at one time discussed the 
possibility of establishing some kind of mechanism 
to handle such disputes—a sort of shadow, non- 
governmental NLRB. 


We are likely to hear a lot more about that idea 
from both bishops and teachers. 
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
